VII. THE CONFERRING OF THE ALUMNI MEDAL

Candidate for the Alumni Medal 


Geoffrey Thomas Blodgett, A.B. °53, Danforth Professor of History 


This year marks the retirement of Robert S. Danforth Professor of History 
Geoffrey Blodgett 53. Throughout his 40-year career as a professor of history at 
Oberlin College, Blodgett has distinguished himself as far more than mere 
annalist, chronicler or compiler. Through his scholarship, teaching and 
craftsmanship, he exemplifies the Oxford English Dictionary definition of a 
historian—he is a writer of history in the higher sense. 

As historian for Oberlin the college and Oberlin the town, Blodgett has 
provided these entwined communities with a continuous and luminous narrative 
of what we are, what we have been, and what we mean in the grand order of 
things. He has, in essence, explained to us what we are about. In so doing, he has 
provided a lasting and irreplaceable service to Oberlin College and its extended 
community. 

Blodgett received his bachelor of arts degree in history from Oberlin in 1953, 
where he won the Life Prize in American history, was awarded membership in 
Phi Beta Kappa and was also a record-setting All-Conference athlete. Following 
two years with the U.S. Navy in the Pacific Fleet, he entered Harvard University 
in 1956 and received his Ph.D. in history in 1961. 

Blodgett is currently at work on a biography of architect Cass Gilbert (1859- 
1934), designer of such Oberlin College buildings as the Allen Memorial Art 


Museum, Finney Chapel and the Cox Administration Building, in addition to the 
United States Supreme Court building and several state capitols. Tentatively titled 
Cass Gilbert, Architect to a Trusting Nation, Blodgett’s work will be the capstone in a 
noteworthy career devoted in large measure to American architectural history. 

Besides publishing numerous scholarly articles on architectural history, Blodgett is 
also the author of Oberlin Architecture, College and Town: A Guide to Its Social 
History. Other publications reflect his ongoing expertise in American political and 
intellectual history. These include The Gentle Reformers: Massachusetts Democrats in 
the Cleveland Era, published by the Harvard University Press, and essays on the 
sculptor Edmonia Lewis, the American novelist Winston Churchill, landscape designer 
Frederick Law Olmsted, reformer Henry George and President Grover Cleveland. 

Among his awards are the Western Reserve Architectural Historians award in 1986 
and the Kerr Prize, from the New York State Historical Association, in 1993. Blodgett 
was a long-time member of the Oberlin Historical Improvement Organization and 
served for two years on the Oberlin City Planning Commission and for six years as 
chair of the Oberlin City Historic Preservation Commission. 

He and his wife, Jane Taggart Blodgett ’54, have three children, Lauren, Barbara 
and Sally.

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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


LOUIS LANE, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 

Conductor Louis Lane’s distinguished, quarter-century association with the 
Cleveland Orchestra had its genesis in 1947, when he won a nationwide competition 
to become the Orchestra’s apprentice conductor under George Szell. Lane was 
promoted through the ranks, becoming assistant and then associate conductor of the 
Cleveland Orchestra. During this time, he gained acclaim for his imaginative 
programming and for the wide range of his repertory. He was awarded the Mahler 
Medal of the Bruckner Society of America for his performances of works by Bruckner 
and Mahler, and the Alice M. Ditson Prize of Columbia University for his numerous 
performances and recordings of contemporary American music. 

From 1973 to 1978, Lane was principal guest conductor of the Dallas 
Symphony Orchestra and, from 1977 to 1988, he was principal guest conductor of 
the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra. His New World recording of the music of Ned 
Rorem with the Atlanta Symphony received the 1989 Grammy Award for Best 
Orchestral Recording. 

Other collaborations with the Atlanta Symphony include his recording of Aaron 
Copland’s music for Telarc, which led the list of best-selling compact discs for 
more than a year, and a widely praised recording of music by Respighi. 

Since his Canadian debut with Glenn Gould in 1960 at the Vancouver Festival, 
Lane has appeared as guest conductor with many of the major orchestras of North 
and South America, Europe and Africa. Under the auspices of the U. S. State 
Department’s Cultural Exchange Program, he has conducted concerts of the 


BRUCE SHERMAN MCEWEN, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 
Bruce S. McEwen, Ph.D., the Alfred E. Mirsky Professor at Rockefeller University 
and head of the Harold and Margaret Milliken Hatch Laboratory of 
Neuroendocrinology, has made major scientific contributions to the field of 
neuroscience. His research on the mechanisms underlying the actions of stress and sex 
hormones on the brain has helped to create a new understanding of how the brain 
changes in structure and function in adult life as well as during development. 

The discoveries made by McEwen and his colleagues will lead to the 
development of therapeutic approaches that will help to minimize cognitive loss 
associated with disease and aging. Their findings have implications for the impact 
of stress on the brain, for understanding sex differences in human brain function 
and behavior, and for abnormalities of brain function and behavior, such as 
Alzheimer’s disease, depressive illness, and post-traumatic stress disorder, as well 
as the aging process. 

McEwen was born in Fort Collins, Colo., on January 17, 1938. He received an 
A.B. in chemistry from Oberlin College, summa cum laude, in 1959 and a Ph.D. 
in cell biology from Rockefeller University in 1964. Wishing to go abroad and 
study the fledgling field of neurobiology, he went to Sweden to study brain proteins 
in the laboratory of Holger Hyden and was a USPHS Postdoctoral Fellow in 
Goteborg, Sweden from 1964 to 1965. 

After a brief period as an assistant professor in the Department of Zoology at 
the University of Minnesota, he returned to Rockefeller University in 1966 as an 
assistant professor in the laboratory of Professor Neal E. Miller, Ph.D., working as 
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Cleveland Orchestra in the former Soviet Union and Austria, and he has appeared 
with the SODRE Orchestra of Montevideo in Uruguay. 

In 1979, acknowledging Lane’s sympathetic advocacy of French orchestral 
music, the French Minister of Culture named him Chevalier de l’ Ordre des Arts et 
des Lettres. 

Lane’s long association with the National Orchestra of the South African 
Broadcasting Corporation began in 1975, was interrupted for political reasons in 
1985, and resumed in 1992. He has led that orchestra in more than 100 concerts in 
Johannesburg and on tour in South Africa. 

His recent guest appearances include concerts with the Cleveland, Dallas and 
Atlanta orchestras and appearances with the FUNAM Orchestra of Mexico City, 
the Calgary and Edmonton symphonies, and the Nova Scotia and Casals festivals. 
For the latter, he conducted the National Symphony of Washington in an all- 
Beethoven program with Peter Serkin. 

As an educator, Lane is music advisor and conductor at the Cleveland Institute 
of Music, and, from 1989 to 1991, he was senior lecturer in music at the University 
of Texas. From 1995 to 1998, he was visiting professor of orchestral conducting 
and music director of the Oberlin Orchestra at the Oberlin College Conservatory 
of Music. 

Since 1998, Lane has been music director and conductor of the Tuscaloosa 
Symphony Orchestra. 


a neurobiologist in a physiological psychology laboratory. He was appointed 
associate professor in 1971 and professor in 1981. From 1985 to 1994, he served 
as associate dean as well as dean of graduate studies. He was named Alfred E. 
Mirsky Professor in 1999. 

A member of the National Academy of Sciences (1997) and the Institute of 
Medicine (1998), he was president of the Society for Neuroscience—the major 
scientific society in the field, with more than 30,000 members—from 1997 to 
1998. He is a past president of the International Society of Neuroendocrinology. 

McEwen has written or collaborated on approximately 700 scientific papers, 
reviews and book chapters. He is or has been a member of the editorial boards of 
many leading scientific journals in neuroscience and endocrinology. McEwen is a 
member of a number of professional societies, including the Society for 
Neuroscience, Sigma Xi, the Society of General Physiologists, the Endocrine 
Society, the International Society of Neuroendocrinology, the International 
Society for Neurochemistry, the American Society for Neurochemistry, and the 
International Society for Psychoneuroendocrinology. He is a Fellow of the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science and the New York 
Academy of Sciences. He is a past chairman of a study section of the National 
Institute of Mental Health (NIMH) and a past chairman of the board of 
councillors at NIMH. 

He lives in South Nyack, N.Y., with his wife, Karen Bulloch-McEwen, 
Ph.D., a neuroscientist 


ELEANOR GOULD PACKARD, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 

Most writers are familiar with Strunk and White’s The Elements of Style; chances 
are their copies are dog-eared. It is quite possible, however, that in their eagerness to 
find the last word on split infinitives, they overlook this quiet acknowledgment: The 
coauthor, E. B. White, is most grateful to Eleanor Gould Packard for her assistance in 
the preparation of the second edition. 

Eleanor Gould Packard °38 has been variously called the “saint of 
grammar” (The Wall Street Journal), “the best copy editor in the world” 
(Magazine Week) and “a legend in certain circles” (The New York Times). At 
The New Yorker, where she has served all five of its editors, from Harold Ross 
to David Remnick, she has been called the magazine’s “conscience.” She 
joined The New Yorker on November 5, 1945, and from then until September 
1999 when, at the age of 81, she suffered a stroke, she scrutinized every word 
of every piece of nonfiction in the magazine. 

On the occasion of the 50" anniversary of her employment at The New 
Yorker, the writer and editor Hendrik Hertzberg raised his glass to Miss Gould 
(the correct form of professional address), saying: “She has put her indelible 
stamp not only on this magazine but also . . . on American letters. In many 
ways, the particularly clear and authoritative brand of prose for which this 
magazine is famous is as much her creation as it is Harold Ross’s or William 
Shawn’s or E. B. White’s.” 

She was born in Newark, New York, and graduated from East Palestine 
High School in Ohio in 1934, achieving the highest average in the history of 
the school. She requested and received permission to take a scholarship exam 
for Oberlin College in French, after studying the language for one year. Two to 


WILLIAM R. PERLIK, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


At an Oberlin Club reception honoring Washington, D.C., attorney William R. 
Perlik °48 several years ago, he was praised as “a person of convictions and a person 
who has the conviction to take action.” 

Oberlin College, where his convictions were forged, traverses the arc of his 
adult life. Before the phrase “think globally, act locally” was ever coined, Willliam 
Perlik was doing precisely that. 

Perlik matriculated while still a high school senior, in 1943, by virtue of the 
accelerated enrollment program Oberlin initiated during World War II. He was 
drafted into the U.S. Army and served in the European theater as a member of the 
infantry. 

He returned to Oberlin through the benefaction of the G. I. Bill and 
scholarships, and by dint of plain, hard work at an assortment of campus jobs. He 
graduated Phi Beta Kappa with a bachelor of arts degree in history. Upon receiving 
his law degree from Yale University in 1951, where he served as executive editor 
of the Yale Law Journal, he worked for a year as law clerk to Judge David L. 
Bazelon of the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia Circuit. 

After ten years with the firm of Cox, Langford, Stoddard and Cutler, Perlik 
became a founding partner, in 1962, of the venerable national firm of Wilmer, 
Cutler & Pickering. His practice focused on the areas of commercial and corporate 
law. He also served as a mediator and arbitrator in a program administered by the 
Superior Court of the District of Columbia. 

His professional affiliations include membership in the American Bar 
Association and the Supreme Court, District of Columbia and Virginia bars. 

Perlik is one-half of an Oberlin family. He married his Oberlin sweetheart, 
Annabel Shanklin Perlik *49, and the couple had three children. As his close 


OSCAR ARIAS SANCHEZ, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


Oscar Arias, former president of Costa Rica and 1987 Nobel Peace laureate, is 
recognized internationally as a spokesperson for the developing world, championing 
human development, democracy, demilitarization and peace. 

Arias served as president of Costa Rica until 1990. The New York Times, 
reporting during Arias’s term on the stature he gained as the architect of the 
Central American peace plan, wrote that his “positions on Central American issues 
have become the standards by which many people in Congress and elsewhere 
have come to judge United States policy.” 

In 1986, when Arias was elected president of Costa Rica, the civil war in 
Nicaragua between the Sandinista regime and contra forces was intensifying. The 
ideological and military intervention of the Cold War-entrenched superpowers— 
which had already heightened Guatemala’s civil war—threatened to broaden the

four years were required for the exam. She won the scholarship and came to 
Oberlin. 

A fan letter she wrote at the age of 14 to the poet Aline Kilmer led to a 
correspondence, a friendship, and ultimately an influential mentorship. It was 
Kilmer who taught her about editing as a profession and who helped her geta 
publishing job in New York following her graduation from Oberlin, summa cum 
laude and Phi Beta Kappa (inducted in her junior year), with a degree in English. 
She worked for several book publishers before joining The New Yorker. 

In 1946 she married Frederick Packard, a writer and artist for the 
magazine and head of its checking department. He worked there until his 
death, in 1974. They have one child, Susan Hathaway Packard. 

In 1990, she became totally and inexplicably deaf. Thereafter editors 
communicated with her in writing. But she remained optimistic through 
adversity, telling a reporter for The New York Times: “I congratulate myself 
all the time. I have the perfect job for a deaf person.” 

In truth, she believed it was the perfect job the moment she was hired. 

Legend has it that she was “discovered” by The New Yorker when she 
mailed its founding editor, Harold Ross, an issue of the magazine, replete 
with mistakes that she had found and corrected. Ross’s reaction upon 
reading the heavily marked issue was to bark: “Find the woman and hire 
her.” 

Myth or not, her assiduous pursuit of clarity and exactitude, inspired by 
a love of language, an unflagging desire for knowledge and truth, and her 
devotion to The New Yorker, have enriched generations of readers and 
writers. 


family developed, Perlik devoted countless hours to his local community. He 
served on numerous boards, committees and associations, including the Northern 
Virginia Educational Television Association and the Northern Virginia Mental 
Health Association. He was chair of the Fairfax County School Board and president 
of the Virginia School Boards’ Association. 

He received the Washington Evening Star Award in 1961 as Citizen of the Year 
of Fairfax County, Virginia, and was honored with the Fairfax Education 
Association’s Education Award for his contributions to the improvement of public 
education. 

Oberlin College has benefited from Perlik’s convictions about the importance 
of excellence in education. Besides his many contributions to the Board of 
Trustees—he became a member in 1978, chaired several committees, and became 
Board chair in 1993—Perlik was adjunct Oberlin professor for fifteen years, 
commuting by plane to teach a course in practical law on Saturday mornings in the 
politics department. 

Besides teaching at Oberlin, he has lectured at the University of Virginia 
Graduate School of Education. 

Although retired from his law firm since 1991, Perlik continues to work as a 
mediator and arbitrator for the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia 
Circuit and for the American Arbitration Association. He is a volunteer researcher 
for the National Museum of American History at the Smithsonian Institution. 

Perlik’s convictions about the value of education, the importance of 
community service and the bonds of family have benefited every community 
with which he has been associated, but perhaps none more than Oberlin. He 
retires this year from the Board of Trustees, but Oberlin will resonate with his 


legacy. 


conflict. Combined with internal unrest in El Salvador and border tensions between 
Nicaragua and Honduras, the prospects for Costa Rica’s remaining clear of the 
fray seemed bleak. Into this atmosphere of regional discord, the newly elected 
president intensified his efforts to promote peace. 

On the day of his inauguration, Arias called for a continental alliance for the 
defense of democracy and liberty at a meeting of the presidents of nine Latin 
American countries. Arias affirmed that all Central Americans were entitled to 
the same liberties and social and economic guarantees of democracy; that each 
nation had the right to select, through free and fair elections, the type of 
government that could best meet the needs and interests of its people; and that 
neither armies nor totalitarian regimes were entitled to make this decision. 

Thus Costa Rica, led by Oscar Arias, assumed a key role in the search for 
democracy and peace for the countries of the region. 


In 1987, Arias drafted what would come to be known as the Arias Peace Plan 
to end the regional crisis. His initiative resulted in the Esquipulas II Accords, or 
the Procedure to Establish a Firm and Lasting Peace in Central America. All of the 
Central American presidents signed the Accords on August 7, 1987. In December, 
Arias received the Nobel Peace Prize. 

The following year, with the monetary award accompanying the Nobel Prize, 
Arias established the Arias Foundation for Peace and Human Progress. Under its 
auspices, three programs were created. The Center for Human Progress promotes 
equal opportunities for women and gender equality; the Center for Organized 
Participation strengthens the participation and action of civil society in Central 
America; and the Center for Peace and Reconciliation works for demilitarization 
and conflict resolution in the developing world. 

In 1997, Arias and seven other Nobel Peace laureates presented to the public 
an International Code of Conduct on Arms Transfers, a proposal stipulating that 
any country wishing to purchase arms must meet certain criteria, including the 
promotion of democracy, the protection of human rights, and transparency in 
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military spending. Arias encourages preventive diplomacy to avert regional arms 
races and conflict, and he strongly advocates the Year 2000 Campaign to Redirect 
World Military Spending to Human Development, which calls upon the United 
Nations to send special envoys to sites of potential international conflict. 

Most recently, he has proposed to all heads of state in the hemisphere that they 
endorse a two-year moratorium on the purchase of high-tech weapons. To date, 24 
leaders have agreed to the moratorium, which would extend the reach of an 
existing treaty that made Latin America the world’s first nuclear-free zone. 

Arias studied law and economics at the University of Costa Rica and, in 1974, 
received a doctoral degree in political science at the University of Essex, England. 
After serving as professor of political science at the University of Costa Rica, he 
was appointed Costa Rican minister of planning and economic policy. He won a 
seat in Congress in 1978 and was elected secretary-general of the National 
Liberation Party in 1981. He is the recipient of numerous honorary doctorates and 
prizes and serves on the board of directors of several international organizations, 
including that of the Stockholm International Peace Research Institute. 
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
